The 
question 
of how to get 
their forest products to market this 
winter is rapidly assuming serious 
proportions lo many loggers. Usu- 
ally Ihis counlry is blessed with _a 
great'plenly of snow, but so far this 


— 
season the snowfall has been very 
light throughout the country'- On- 
ly 
sufficient snow 


make a thin crust 


has fallen to 
on 
the main 


roads. There is not nearly enough 
for good sleighing but many log- 
gers having lighter forest products 
such as; b.trk, posts, bolts, 
etc.; 


are taking advantage of what lit- 
tle snow there is to get these pro- 
ducts in. 
All varieties of timber command 
a ready market at good prices Ihis 
year and a great quanlily of timber 
is being cut. It will require a long 
hauling season to get it all in. With 
each day thai passes without snow 
falling, the problem of marke\ing 
all forest products becomes more 
serious. 
The present winter promises to 


be much like Ihe winler of a few 
years ago, when, snow f.iiled |V> 
fall unlil very lale in the season 
There is a little more snow ' this 
year than there was then, but no 
nearly enough to get the (timber 
out of the woods properly. A num 
ber of loggers in various parts o 
the counlry have already commenc 
cd icing their main roads in 
lh< 
woods, bul lo do this lo all

Kristensen. Wilh Ihe exception of 
all grades of fox hides, which 
are 


becoming scarce in every part of 
Ihe counlry, and on beavers, which 
are protected part of the season, 
the number of pelts which are be- 
ing bro'.ighl in exceed figures of re- 
cenl years.

Krislcnsen 
says 
lhat fox 


hides and fishers are commanding 
the best prices. The cross fox pelt 
is commanding 
from ?16 to 
$10, 


the red fox from ?10 to ?13, and the 
grey from §1.75 to ?2.50. A

dark fisher pelt is worth §10, Ihe 
average Jrom $20 to ?25 and the 
pale or coarse from S14 lo -318. A 
lynx pell is worth all the way from 
50 cents 
to 511; otter 
from 75

cents to ?.">. The market on the lat- 
ter pelts has fallen away percep- 
tibly for the reason that mink is 
little worn by women Ihis year.

The operating expenses exclusive ol 
the above items for the years ending 
June 30, 191C were $6.907.24. 
This 


amount does not include any portion 
of the ralaries <3f city officers who de- 
vote part of their time to the opera- 
tion of the plant. The total operating 
expenses, therefore, are something in 
excess cf f 18,000 per year. 


From detailed investigations made 


in other eases involving water utilities 
it has been found that at least 50 
per cent and sometimes more of the 
investment is made necessary by the 
fire protection service. It therefore fol- 
lows that interest, depreciation, and 
taxes on that portion of tf-.e property 
should b« included in the amount paid 
by the city for fire protection. In this 
case we have assumed that 50 ptr tent 
of the investment is property charge- 
able to fire protection service. A cer- 
tain portio_n of the ordinary operating 
expenses ip also chargeable to fire 
protection, in that STiffieient pressure 
must be maintained .at all times to 
meet the demands of the fire service. 
Using percentage obtained in cases 
where careful investigations were 
made it is found that approximately 
$1^00 of the operating expenses ex- 
clusive of interest, taxes, and depre- 
ciation ihould be apportioned to fire 
protection. The total annual amount 
wffch should be paid by the city for 
firs protection is, therefore, approxi- 
mately |7,310.
